SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD The Tower is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD tends to promote and support the use of violence to compel any person to 
submit to sexual conduct. The DVD contains a scene that presents sexual violence in 
the form of a woman being accosted by a man wielding a knife who kidnaps her. The 
man takes the woman to a secret location where she is forced to engage in sex with 
the man. The scene is located between two scenes of explicit sexual activity that are 
intended to arouse the viewer. The publication is therefore considered to tend to 
promote and support the use of violence to compel anyone to submit to sexual 
conduct. As such the publication is considered to be objectionable. 
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The Classification Office previously classified a version of this publication as a video 
recording. The classification of the video recording was objectionable except if the 
availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 18 
years. The decision was registered 24 August 1998, OFLC No 9800658. That version 
did not contain the scene of sexual violence contained in the DVD version. The video 
recording appears to have been pre-cut prior to being submitted to the Classification 
Office to remove this scene which makes the DVD objectionable. Due to the DVD 
format it is not possible to consider excisions to this publication. If the publication was 
in a medium able to be excised or altered, the Classification Office would recommend 
the removal of the scene thereby restricting the publication to an adult audience. 

A classification of ‘objectionable’ places a limit on the right to freedom of expression as 
set out in si4 of the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990 (NZBR Act). However, the 
publication tends to promote and support the use of violence to compel any person to 
submit to sexual conduct. It is therefore deemed to be objectionable under s3(2) of the 
Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993.. 

This classification is considered to be a reasonable limit prescribed by law that can be 
demonstrably justified in a free and democratic society. 
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
